amendment which he will offer to the 
tariff bill in the senate and which he 
thinks will meet the objections that have 
been made to other amendments of a 
similar character. It is as follows: **Every 
person, ilrm or corporation who shall 
monopolise or engross, or attempt to 
monopolise or engross, or who shall 
combine or conspire with any other per­ 
son, Arm or corporation to monopolise 
or engross, the trade or commerce in 
raw or refined sugar of any Icind among 
the several states, or with foreign ina- 
tions, for the purpose of unduly en- 
hlancing the price of such sugar, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof, shall be pun* 
Ished by a flne of not la»a than $500 nor 
more than ^$10.000, or by imprisonment 
at hard labor not less than six months 
nor more than two years, or by both 
said punishments in the discretion of 
the court. 


How to Identify a Ti^uiit. 


"And in case .of a corporation found 
guilty of said offense the Jury shall also 
ascertain and And what ofllcers of the 
corporation caused or directed the cor­ 
poration to commit such offense, and 
such ofilcers, on being found guilty of 
causing or directing the corporation to 
commit the of^nse of which it Is found 
guilty, shall be liable to the punish- 
jnent aforesaid. It shall be a suflflcient 
pleading in the Indictment to describe 
the offense In the language of this law; 
and the fact that a manufacturer or 
reflner of sugar refuses to sell his sugar 
to the public in interstate or foreign 
trade otherwise than through special 
factors or agents shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of monopolizing or at­ 
tempting to monopolize the trade In 
sugar among the several states, or with 
foreign nations. 


Vncle Hmiu to Execnte the I<h w . 


"The several circuit courts of the Unit­ 
ed States are hereby invested with Juris­ 
diction to prevent and restrain viola­ 
tions of this law; and It shall be the 
duty of the several district attorneys of 
the United States in their respective dis­ 
tricts. under the direction of the at­ 
torney general, to Institute proceedings 
in equity to prevent and restrain such 
violations. 
Such proceedings may be 
by way of petition setting forth the 
case and praying that such violation 
shall be enjoined or otherwise prohibited. 
When the parties complained of shall 
have been duly notified of such petition 
the court shall proceed as sooii as may 
be to the hearing and determination of 
the case; and pending such petition and 
before a final decree the court may at 
any time make such temporary restrain­ 
ing order or prohibition as shall be 
deemed Just In the premises.**

Puts in • Day ThrMhIng m Lot of 
Very Old Tariff Straw. 


Washington, June 19.—The tariff bill 
came to a halt in the senate yesterday, 
less than one page of the flax schedule 
being disposed of. 
The debate drifted 
into 
political 
channels. Bacon. Vest, 
Jones of Arkansas, and Tillman taking 
part In the exposition of Democratic doc­ 
trine on the tariff. 
It led to several 
lively exchanges, during which the 
“cleaning of political dirty linen” was 
frequently referred to. 
Tillman's re­ 
marks were made with his characteris­ 
tic vehemence, and at one point 
he 
frankly stated concerning the tariff that 
if there was to be stealing he wanted his 
share for South Carolina. Late in the 
day 
Morgan 
proposed 
a 
sweeping 
amendment to place a 10 per ce^t. ad 
valorem duty on all articles now on the 
free list, with a few exceptions. In sup- 
posting the amendment Morgan called 
attention to the singular fact that the 
Income tax feature of the Wilson bill is 
not repealed and can be enforced by a 
change In the personnel of the supreme 
court of the United States. 


When the flax schedule came up 
Vest made 
a 
contest at the outset, 
moving to strike out the first paragraph, 
flax straw, at |5 per ton. The amendment 
was rejected—18 to 28—McEnery voting 
with the Republicans. In criticising the 
flax paragraph Vest ironically referred 
to that era of prosperity which had been 
“ofllclally 
and 
ecclesiastically 
an- 
nounced," in a recent prayer by the 
chaplain of the senate, "an emissary of 
Providence." There was an exciting in­ 
terruption when Bacon criticised the 
position oC some of his associates in not 
favoring a revenue duty on raw mate 
rials. Vest sprang to his feet and with 
great vehemence exclaimed: 
"This is 
very delectable to Republican senators. 
Thiir hearts ara cheered, and I can see 
their eyes gleam." He had refrained thus 
far, he said, from expoilhg Democratic 
discords^ hut since the senator from 
Georgia had gone into "this lavatory for 
washing Democratic dirty linen" he 
(Vest) would ask his associates a few 
questions. 


H i questioned Bacon as to whether he 
l>elieved In taxation limited to the needs 
of an economical government and Bacon 
said be did. Then Vest said he couldn’t 
tee how Bacon was in favor of morerev> 
enue when there was a surplus of mill­ 
ions In the treasury. Bacon said he did 
not want any more revenue or any tariff 
bill, but as the bill was to be passed he 
wanted Ita benefits equalised. Tillman 
here oamt In, to call the attention of 
his "Democratic brethren" to the rates 
they had given In the Wilson bill to cer* 
tain raw materials. If this waa a fraud 
then tbe present contest over taxing raw 
material was merely as to the amount 
of the fraud; Then Tillman added. "an<i 
I say plAlnly* If we are lo have this 
•tealliif. 1 wont my abare for South

possibly other sympathizers with the 
movement, will be admitted. 
Active 
recruiting will commence Just as soon 
as the state for colonization Is formally 
decided upon. 


Debs last night gave the following 
outline of the plan to be proposed today: 
The unit of the democracy will be the 
local unions, to be limited to a member-«, 
ship of 5,000. The local unions will make 
up state branches, and the state or­ 
ganizations the national council, which 
in turn will select a national board. This 
body will have real control of the demo­ 
cracy and will elect oflilcers. The per­ 
manent headquarters will be In Chicago. 
The finances for the movement will be 
derived from admission fees and an an­ 
nual per capita tax. limited to the cur­ 
rent expenses of the order. There will 
be a regular commission appointed to 
select .the state where the first opera­ 
tion# will be undertaken.

The button mannfacturers, present 
and prospective, are unusnàlly greedy 
in their demands for tariff duties. Mc­ 
Kinley duties are entirely too slow for 
the button infants. The following is 
part of a statement made by button im­ 
porters: 


The proposed duties on buttons, as 
per schedule of the finance committee 
of the senate, are as a rule prohibitory 
and would prove a severe hardship on 
goods used by the poorer and middle 
classes, and also to manutacturers of 
various garments used by the mass of 
our people, such as low priced shirts, 
underwear, clothiug, etc. The follow­ 
ing data will give some idea of the in­ 
equalities of the proposed duties: 


Agate Buttons—.Resent duty, also 
McKinley bill, 35 per cent; proposed 
duty of one*twelfth of 1 cent per line 
per gross, plus 15 per cent ad valorem, 
would average from 67 to 161 per cent, 
bearing heaviest ou the class of goods 
that make up tbe great bulk of the im- 
j)ortatious.

These buttons are not made hero, nor 
are they likely to be made. First, be­ 
cause little or none of the raw material 
required has been found here ; second, 
because the total sales being limited to 
this country would not warrant the 
investment of the necessary capital in a 
plaut needed to make the various styles 
wanted. It is evident that the intention 
is to exclude these goods in the interest 
of some higher cost goods. The proposed 
duty would be a real hardship and bear 
heavily on tho class of people who buy 
“ china buttons,” as well as on the 
manufacturers of cheap shirts, under­ 
wear, etc. 


Bone Buttons (to sew on)—Present 
duty, 35 per cent; McKinley bill, 50 
per cent; proposed duty, from 106 to 
194 per cent. ThVse goods are mostly 
sold to munafacturers of cheap under­ 
wear, children’s waists, clothing, etc. 


Manufactnrers AgalaMt the T»rlff Bill. 
One of the most striking indicationsi 
of the growth of sentiment against high 
protection iuid of a liberal sentiment 
upon tariff matters is the movement 
against Tlie pending tariff bill by the 
Manufacturers’ Association of the Unit­ 
ed States. Mr. A. B. Farquhar, an ex­ 
tensive manufacturer of agricultural 
machinery at York, Pa., is at the head 
of the movement. 


It is well known that in the manu­ 
facture of agricultural implements and 
machinery Americans are far in advance 
of their competitors in any other land 
and that the products of their factories 
may be seen in the fields all over the 
oivili%ed world. These people need no 
protection and are well able to take care 
of themselves. All they ask is to have 
nntaxed raw material, so that they will 
not be placed at a disadvantage. 


A great list of other industries are 
practically in the same position and de­ 
sire free raw material more than they 
desire protection. It is also significant 
that the manufacturers, in their peti­ 
tion to the senate, declare that their 
ability to employ American labor will 
be greatly impaired by the passage of 
the tariff bill They ask that the Chi­ 
nese wall that is obstructing the foreign 
trade and crippling American enterprise 
shall be broken down. 


The plea which has been used for 
years by the protectionists — namely, 
that protection is in the interest of 
American labor—is shown by census 
figures to be a sham. Of the 6,000,000 
persons employed in manufacturing in 
the United States it is shown in the pe­ 
tition that less than 300,000 are em­ 
ployed in occupatious subject to active 
foreign competition and 616,000 in 
occupations subject to moderate for­ 
eign competition. The remainder, over 
4,000,000, do not come at all in compe­ 
tition with foreign labor. 


It is very plain that tbe Dingley bill 
is not designed, any more than any other 
high protective measure waa designed, 
to protect Auericau liOwr or to pro* 
dnce revenvei for the gorernment. It is 
designed primarily to protect the trusts 
and to lotler monopoly,—Baltimore 
8im.

The loss to 
the state is‘fully, $10,000. The extent of 
the storm In the country is unknown, 
but conceded to be great in loss to 
property, and may-be many lives are 
lost. 
The stdrm gathered suddenly, 
preceded 
by a mass of rolling 
and 
tumbling clouds of white and black, 
«acencling and descending: at Intervals. 
The course was from southwest to north­ 
east after passing Lincoln. 


Heary UnitiMg« lit IiidiMiiii, 
Indianapolis, June 19.-—Later returns 
received from both the northern and west­ 
ern portion of the state indicate that 
Thursday night’s .storm, which did not 
cease until yesterday morning, did much 
damage. A telegram from Greencastle 
«ays that reports from the country show 
that large quantities of valuable timber 
were destroyed, large trees being twisted 
off at their roots. 
Farm fencing and 
stock suffered severely, and two large 
barns, valued at $1,000 each, were de­ 
stroyed by lightning. 
One at Ham- 
brick’s station containing some valuable 
live stock was destroyed. At Rochester, 
Brownsburgh and Wabash the damage 
was heavy to farm property.

At Muncle the Albany; Lumber com­ 
pany's sheds were blown down, the Al­ 
bany iKjttle works were unroofed and 
chimneys and stacks were leveled. Tele­ 
phone and lelegrahp wires are all down. 
Th^ flint glass works were damaged and 
the brick residence of M. Stout Is dam­ 
aged by lightning. At English the court 
house was damaged to the extent of $3,- 
000. A south-bound Monon train, eight 
miles beyond Bloomington, was struck 
by lightning and the passengers shaken 
up severely. 
Conductor Johnson was 
painfully Injured, but will 
recover. 
Later, as the train was nearlr.g Gas- 
burg It ran Into a large tree that had 
been blown across the track, and the 
engine was badly damaged. In New 
Albany It is estimated that $10,000 worth 
of damage was done to property, but 
no lives were lost,

BANKER SPALDINQ ACQUITTED. 


Blobe Bank President Declared Not OuHty 
of Bmbesslement. 


Chicago, June 19.--Charle8 W. Spald­ 
ing, ex-president of the defunct Qlobe 
Savings bank, and ex-treasurer of the 
state university, was yesterday acquitr 
ted of the charge of embesxlement. The 
verdict was a general surprise, as the 
instructions of the court to the Jury left 
scarcely any chance for acquittal. The 
first words uttered by Spalding after 
the verdict had been read in court were 
“Well, this Is a surprise.” The specific 
charge against him was converting $7,- 
000 worth of bonds of the Pittsfield 
school district in Pike county. 
These 
bonds were hypothecated 
with 
the 
Metropolitan National bank to secure a 
loan of $6,750. 


Spalding owes his acquittal to a single 
word in the statute and that word Is 
•intent.” The Jurors could not become 
reconciled to the proposition that the 
ex-treasurer of the University of Illl- 
i.iols Intentionally embezzled the bonds 
of that Institution. After being taken 
back to Jail Spalding said: "I want to 
admit that it did surprise me some at 
first. After all, the Jury took the view 
of It urged by my counsel, and as the 
prosecution showed no criminal Intent 
the Jury was 
bound to acquit me,” 
There are still twenty-seven indictments 
hanRlng over him, and he will be tried 
again.

Sy«t«m That Nearly Cntmed a IlRllwMy 
llorrur at Chicago. 


Chicago, June 19.—The accident on 
the C.,M. and St. P. In which a suburban, 
train came near going into the ‘Chi­ 
cago river through an open draw, and 
in which the locomotive and combina­ 
tion car did go into the river—according 
to James Harrington, the bridgetender 
was due entirely to the arrangement 
of the lights on the bridge.

He easily proved hla 
case by swinging the bridge Into the 
position it occupied when the train ran 
over the edge, and the accident seems 
to have been caused entirely V>y the 
light.
